On July 24, 1998, Illinois 
Governor Jo signed Public

Act 90-633 (effective immedi- 
ately) that amended the Illinois 
Private Detective Act of 1933. 
This new measure exempted 
from licensing provisions of 
the Private Detective Act of 
1993. This new measure ex- 
empted from licensing provi- 
sions of the Private Detective 
Act any “person, firm or cor- 
poration engaged solely and 
exclusively in tracing and 
compiling lineage or ancestry.” 

In brief, anyone consulting 
public records to do so, even 
for monetary payment is NOT

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required to possess an Illinois 
private detective license. 

This step should also put to 
rest the associated rumor that 
all public records in Illinois 
were “closed” to researchers.

The USPS, so much as we 
can tell, ignored all of these let- 
ters.

So far 
as we can tell, the USPS has 
ignored Mr. Gingrich’s letter. 

We have talked with those 
in the travel industry and they 
are righteously outraged at the 
discrimination shown to their 
industry by the restrictions of 
the United States Post Office. 
They have notified the indus- 
try organization, ASTA, of the 
problem. 

Not only does the USPS 
tule forbid the dissemination 
of needed information, it de- 
prives this publication of a 
much needed source of rev- 
enue - travel agencies. As all 
of our readers know, The Fam- 
ily Tree has no sources of in- 
come other than its advertisers 
and postage contributions. 

This ruling deprives the

ply harassment by the USPS.

What do Scots in general and Scottish County Dancers 


in particular do over the holidays? The answer for the former is 
to party, and for the latter - a Dance Party! 

Actually, dancers have parties more frequently than over the 
Thanksgiving through New Year’s period, but it allows for an 
extra party or two to be added to the annual calendar. 

Secondly, what are dance parties? This is a good question 


which requires more than a single sentence to be answered. A 
basic dance party asks for no more than the distribution of a 
simple flyer with date, time, place and a program listing, the 
dances (including type and source, for those who like to look up 
the directions beforehand). Add a leader or Master of Ceremo- 
nies, a source of music, place to dance (a hall, preferably with a 
wooden floor), and dancers. Usually, there is someone collect- 
ing money at the door to pay for the hall and other expenses. 
Individuals bring refreshments for the intermission. 


From this simple recipe, much can be added. For example, 
the simplest form of music is the old faithful record-player. 
However, a number of groups have invested in a CD player, 
which may be programmed with the dance music for the evening. 
In many areas we have live music, with local musicians playing 
a variety of melody instruments (violin, piano, flute, an accor- 
dion, bagpipes and even a harp) with rhythm provided by a 
double bass, guitar, drum(s), piano, etc. The musicians for the 


evening may be two players or a full band of six or seven. 
The Strathspey and Reel Society of New Hampshire some- 
times plays for Dance Parties and they can muster upwards of

Also known as_ Lou 
Gehrig’s Disease, after the pro- 
fessional baseball player who 
died from it, ALS struck Little 
in 1990. Several incidents in- 
dicated something wasn’t 
right: his son-in-law clapped 
him on the back at the St. 
Patrick’s Day Parade in Savan- 
nah and his legs collapsed be- 
neath him. Ata Fourth of July 
Picnic at Tybee, he slipped on 
a curb and couldn’t catch him- 
self. ‘ 

But, his disease took a rela- 
tively slow course. ALS pa- 
tients usually live three to five 
years after their first symptoms 


appear. Little lived eight. In — 


that time, muscle weakness 
first forced him to use a cane 
that he carved from a dogwood 
tree in his yard, then a special 
crutch and then a wheelchair. 
The outward signs of his ill- 
ness gave him a chance to tell 
people about ALS, said Sally 
Roberts Little, his widow. 
“Kids particularly were fas- 
cinated with his chair,” she 
said. “If he could get them in 
his lap, he’d ride them around 
in the parking lot.” When he 
did, he’d explain he had a 
muscle disease called ALS. It 
didn’t hurt, but it was a bad 
disease, he would tell them.

We honor this expression as a means to relate generations and cultures, as 
well as to simply pass a pleasant evening - without the TV. 

So, there is a light wind blowing the clouds about. I have been here in the Uists for nearly a 
month. I have watched the heather bloom and fade, listened to the howling of the wind many a 
night and I have also enjoyed the finest weather of the year thus far. I have listened to the crofters 
speak of the poor prices they received for their sheep on Sale Day and shared cups of tea and 
scones with some of the dearest folks in the world. 

My days are filled with visits. By bike, bus, lift or hoof, I’ve made my way from Daliburgh in 
South Uist to Muir of Aird in Benbecula to Sollas in North Uist. Once at my destination I visit 
with the oral tradition bearers: some of shared stories or poetry with me (in the summers of 1996 
and 1997 - and some haven’t yet. I am also working on getting young people involved as well as 


- getting contacts together from Lewis and Harris. I hope to visit them in November.

- sign area of a newer commu- 


nity church. 

Few records of these early 
parishioners, in any semblance 
of completeness, exists. For- 
tunately, some of the ministers 
of later dates realized the wor- 
thiness of these kirk recordings 
and set about salvaging, re- 
trieving and restoration. Some 
were published. Many were 
turned over to authors as ref- 
erence materials. In time, bits 
and pieces of these records 
ended in the National Library 
of Scotland and the Scottish 
Records House. 

The history of some of the 
ancient Kirks were actually 
published. In my library I have 
two such publications. One is 
No. 180 of a 200 copy edition 
of An Old Kirk Chronicle be- 
ing the history of Auldhame, 
Tyninghame and Whitekirk in 
East Lothian from Session 
Records, 1615-1850 by Rev. P. 
Hately Waddell, BD. Another 
edition of some 250 copies, 
published in Edinburgh 30 


_. November 1848 authored by 
Thomas G. Stevenson is also 


in my collection. Author 
Stevenson’s work presents a . 
broad swath of church activi- 
ties in both Scotland, Orkney 
and the Shetland Islands. 
Ihave firsthand knowledge 
of many ancient Kirk sites.

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One of the most unusual oc- 
curred years ago when I was 
on a hiking exploration trip in 
the Shetlands on the northern 
island of Unst. I was crossing 
a grassy field to take a closer 


look at a herd of Shetland po- 
nies when I noticed several 
bushes of wild roses growing 
before a huge pile of boulders. 
Approaching the roses, I saw 
a collapsed doorway. At one 
time this had been a small 
stone building! A ragged 
weathered board explained it 
was, at one time, a Methodist 
Church. Over the years, I have 
pondered the history of this 
lonely church site. 

The population of the 
Shetlands, in the later 1960s, 


before the North Sea oil boom, . 


was in a directory of some 
1100 names. Far and wide, ev- 
eryone seemed to know most 
inhabitants. In the 1800s, this 
distant Methodist Church, 
could, at best, have counted 
only a dozen members. The 
minister’s salary at best would 


~ be quite meager! 


The town of Lasswade is 
located, roadwise, some 10 
miles southeast of Edinburgh. 
Let us join author Stevenson 
and learn a first hand account 
of the Lasswade Church and 
Burying-Ground as he saw it 
in the early 1800s. The church 
was founded in the mid 1600s. 

“Oh come, come with me 
to the auld Kirkyard, 

I well know the path 
through the soft green sward, 

Friends slumber there we 
were wont to regard, 

And we’ll trace out their 
names in the auld Kirkyard.”

The 
ancient churchyard is situated 
on an elevation rising from the 
river Esk. The old churchyard 
is not of great extent. It is sur- 
rounded by a substantial wall, 
with a number of huge ash 
trees. Through the efforts of 
an obliging sexton (early 
1800s) the burying-ground 
was in best order. Most of the 
stones were elaborately carved 
with rude figures. Some por- 
trayed the occupational tools of 
the trade. This northern por- 
tion was the burial area of an- 
cient times.

WRITING AND SEARCHING FOR FAMILY HISTORY

the genealogical chart with the 
names of their direct ancestors, 
and as a result they are miss- 
ing those stories which place 


_ their family in a historical per- 


spective. 

A family history is so much 
more than a family tree, but the 
common answer to a question 
as to why they are not work- 
ing on the family history is, “TI 
am afraid of what I will find”. 

Why worry about this? His- 
tory is history, so what? You 
learn from history and that is 
the purpose of studying it in 
school. So why not learn from 
the history of your family or 
individuals in your family? 

I suspect that many don’t 
know what to do to find the 
material, and that this is the 
major problem. And, some- 
time, it is almost impossible to 
find, but what a joy when you 
find something which you 
never knew about your family 
or members of your family! : 

Some people are truly afraid 
of what they will find. 

I had someone, a-few days 
ago, to say that their husband 
had Indian ancestry. I asked 
how she knew it, and her an- 
swer was he and all of his 
brothers have dark complex- 
ions, so you know that they 
must be part Indian. 

As you know, heritage can’t 
just be assumed. Societal or 
occupational positions can not 
be assumed, but some think 
that the occupation the family 
is associated with now is what 


the family has always done, 
they just draw a conclusion 
based on present day circum- 
stances. é 

Others think that the posi- 
tion of the family in society has 
always been the same. 

I had a veteran several years 
ago in my history to class tell 
me that his family was really 
poor white trash that they had 
always been share-croppers. 

When he did some search- 
ing he found that his family 
had lost everything they pos- 
sessed during the Great De- 
pression. [ will never forget 
the day that he came in to tell 
me that his family had at one 
time possessed several hun- 


dred acres of land, but during © 


the depression they had lost it 
piece by piece, then the live- 
stock went, finally there was 
no more. . 

With the amount of materi- 
als available today usually you 
can dig deep and construct a 
family history, and learn things 
which you have never heard. 

When you begin searching 
on your family, of course you 
go to the materials which are 
in the possession of the fam- 
ily. But, you may not have any- 
thing, so you need to go to pub- 
lic materials which may give 
you an insight into the person 
or the family. Then you go to 
the deed records and tax 
records, especially if you are 
in the eighteenth or nineteenth 
centuries. 

Once you get those records,

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one of the things which you 
might like to do is to use a deed 
mapper. In other words draw 
a map of the land as it was at 


_ that time by putting in the 


branches, swamps, rivers, et 
cetera. 

Another suggestion is to go 
to the ‘agricultural census of 

1850, 1860, 1870, and 1880. 
This will tell you many things 
about your family if they were 
involved in agriculture. 

It tells about how many acres 
of land a person owned, what 
kind of land it was, what crops 
were grown, the number of 
various livestock, among other 
things. 

There is an industrial and so- 
cial census for those years, 
also. The industrial and social 
censuses will tell you more 
about the area in which your 
ancestors lived during the time. 
The social tells such things as 
the number and names of 
schools, churches, libraries. 

Remember that any of these 
records are only as thorough as 
the census taker was. Another 
source to search out is news- 
papers. 

Each month there are new 
collections of newspapers be- 
ing published in book form. 

This is wonderful, especially 
where they have been indexed. 

Ihave written in previous ar- 
ticles that many of the early 
newspapers had columns 
which have all kinds of infor- 
mation from the various com- 
munities in the region. 

Just because you can’t find a 
newspaper in the community is 
no sign that the community 
was void of news. There was 
probably some ole sage of the 
locality writing to a newspaper 


‘in the vicinity about the hap- 


penings. So, go outside the 
community to look in newspa- 
pers. 

In other words, if the county . 
did or did not have a newspa- 
per, go to the surrounding 
counties. 

These newspapers offer a 
variety of things when looking 
for family or individuals. 

First, go to the paper that is 
the legal organ of the county 
where the family or person re- 
sided. Local court actions and 


” juries will be included in the 


legal organ. If local politics 
was very feisty you may need 
to check all area newspapers 
I have found where the le- 
gal organ was sometimes 
changed for a month or two, 
especially during the period of 
controversial politics. 

There are a variety of things 
which you can sometimes find. 
Even in early papers there may 
be a write up of a marriage, 
even where you can’t find a 
legal record. In some papers . 


‘it may be on the front page, or 


it may be in that community 
column written by that ole 
sage. ~ 

This is also true of deaths. 

Church activities are often 
included in early papers. 
School activities, or discus- 
sions about teachers and — 
schools can often be found. 

Of course the politics of the 


area often is found here. Some- . 
times it is hard to find domi 


newspapers. _ i ee 
_ This is where you need todo — 
some detective work. You 
have to. look for all kinds of 
clues. ; 

County histories are a place 
to begin. Often you will find 
something about the legal or- 
gan of the county or area at 
various times. 

The newspaper used as the 
legal organ can change often, 
especially as the county in- 
creases in population. Also, . 
you have to keep in mind that 
more than one newspaper may 
need to be researched. An- 
other idea is to contact the state 
archive to see what they can 
tell you about newspapers in 
the area during the period in 
which you are working. 

There may be other places, 
also. For example, in Georgia 
there is a newspaper project for 
the state of Georgia at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. 

There is a publication called 
The Georgia Newspaper 
Project Holdings List which is 
a listing of all papers in this 
project. I use it as a source to 
find if papers are still in exist- 
ence. More about this project 
and publication can be secured 
from Georgia Newspaper 
Project, University of Georgia

Rolling stones 
gather credibility 
The latest issue of Y Drych 
there is the story of the “roll- 
ing stones” of Wales..thought 
to be the stones that make up 
Stonehenge. 
The theory that 
Stonehenge’s giant stones 
were transported from 


~ Pembrokshire some 4,000 


years ago has gained more 
credibility following a reenact- 
ment organized by Cliff 
Ossenton, an engineer from 
Banbury. 


Ossenton, half Welsh him- . 


self, spent a week recreating 
the lifting technique which 
could have raised the “blue 
stones” from the Preseli moun- 
tains. He attempted, for the 
first time in four thousand 
years, the technology which 
would have been known to 
Neolithic man. 

Ossenton became interested 
in the theory that the stones 
were transported 250 miles to 
Stonehenge following his 
work which involved building 
dams in Brazil 25 years ago. 
It was only after viewing the 
Pentre Ifan cromlech in 
Pembrokeshire while on holi- 
day in the area a few years ago 
that he realized how the stones 
might have been lifted. 

He tried out his theory at 
Castell Henllys, an Iron Age 
fort a few miles from the 
Preseli mountains. He proved. 
that using a system of logs, that 
the four-ton stones could have 
been transported using a roller 
system. 

By the end of the experi- 
ment, he managed with the 
help of volunteers and a team 
of schoolchildren, to move the 
stones at a walking pace. It did 
prove, he said, that the stones 
had been moved with the ap- 
plication of skill rather than by 
brute force.

Continued from page I B 
stories elsewhere this issue) 
has paid particular attention to 
the nonprofit mailers...with the 
current nonprofit mailing rules 
in mind. 

Folks, I am seeing HUN- 
DREDS of infractions of these 
rules! HUNDREDS If you 
mail using nonprofit rates, 
please see your post office for 
a booklet with the specific 
rules. They will have to order 
it for you, most likely, but will 
get it for you. (USPS Pub. No. 
417) 

Briefly, you must have a 
masthead, a statement of 
purpose...and NO travel adver- 
tising nor any editorial infor- 
mation which mentions travel 
unless it meets the criteria de- 
scribed in the rules - and then, 
since those rules are so am- 
biguous, you still might get 
into trouble. You also may 
NOT have any advertising or 
editorial matter on life insur- 
ance policies or credit cards. 

If a Postal Inspector hap- 
pens to see your nonprofit 
mailing piece with any of these 
infractions, you may be fined 
the difference between the 
nonprofit mailing and the regu- 
lar bulk mailing tate. This can 


add up.

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Here’s the traditional 
Norwegian naming practice 


The traditional Norwegian naming practice is to use 
patronyms. If a man called Hans Andersen had a son called 
Anders, he would be called Anders Hansen. A daughter named 
Brita would be called Brita Hansdatter, often written Hansdtr 

_ or Hansdt. Or even Hansd. Very often a child would get his/ 
her first name from one of the grandparents, this is by far a 
general rule. ' 

From 1400 onward the upper classes (civil servants, mer- 
chants; Norway had scarcely any nobility) experienced an in- 
flux of people from abroad. They were using or adopting 
what today would be called a modern naming practice. Dur- 
ing the last decades of the 19" century the patronymic naming 
practices were abandoned. The grandson of Ole Johnannessen 
may call himself Ole Johannessen in the first part of his life, 
because he was the son of Johannes Oldsen. Upon maturity, 
if he still lived on the farm upon which he was born he may 
call himself Ole Os (Os being the name of the farm). 

Most Norwegians of today have a family name of the “farm 
type” such as Os or Oldervoll. A minority of people still main- 
tain patronyms, and a smaller minority have what are called 
“imported names” such as Bolmann. 

Traditionally marrying did not change a woman’s surname 
until the end of the last century when women began taking 
their husband’s surname. However, today, many women do 
not take their husband’s surname and may even combine both 
names - patrimonially. Today, children only take the surname 
of the one of the parents, siblings do not all bear the same 
surname. :

S. far, if you have been 


following these columns, we 
have studied the problems in 
searching Indian heritages 
within the context of history, 
the evolution of surnames, the 
use of maps to locate tribes in 
a geographic area, and the re- 
sources available on the 
internet. With this episode we 
turn more specifically to the 
searches within a given nation. 
To begin we shall start with the 
oldest indigenous group in the 
United States, the people of 
Hopiland. 

It is with the deepest respect 
that I write of the Hopi people. 
They are, as a group, extremely 
intelligent, friendly, very hu- 
morous, deeply spiritual, artis- 
tic, and giving people. The 
name ‘Hopi’ translates into 
English roughly as ‘ peaceful 
people.’ These people have 
lived humbly and simply for

hea COSCA Report 





here is a two page ar- 
ticle in Neal Ray’s au 
tumn issue of Scottish 
Life in which Keith Aitken dis- 
cusses the pro’s and con’s of 
the possible reintroduction of 
beaver into Scotland. Being 
brought up in northern Wis- 
consin I used to enjoy the an- 
nual blasting of the beaver dam 
that each year threatened my 
Uncle Joe’s trout stream and 
pond and the attempts of live 
trapping the beaver to move 
_ them to sights where their noc- 
turnal noshings and dam build- 
ing were more appreciative. 
The article also triggered 
memories of mine and my 
sons’ Canadian canoe trips fol- 
lowing the Northwest Trading 
Company’s canoe routes and 
the adventure and excitement 
of acquiring membership, with 
the help of fellow COSCA 
members, in Montreal’s Bea- 
ver Club. » 

However, it was the irony of 
the possibility of beaver being 
brought back into Scotland that 
caught my attention. It was the 
Scot’s as the principal owners 
of the Northwest Trading 
Company, who managed the 
great harvest of beaver pelts in 
North America during the 
years 1783 when the company 
was formed and 1821 when it 
merged with the Hudson Bay 
Company. It was a Scot by the 
name of George Simpson who 
took the combined companies 
to greater heights of efficiency 
in trapping the beaver during 
his reign as the Hudson Bay 
Company’s North American 
director which went well into 
the 1850s 

The principals of the North- 
west Trading Company read 
like a Scot’s Who’s Who in 
Canadian history; 

To quote Peter Newman in 
his Caesar ’ of the Wilderness, 
“At one time or another there 
were on the Northwest Trad- 
ing Company’s rolls seven 
Simon Fraser’s, four Finlay’ 's, 
five Cameron’s, Six 
McTavishes, seven McLeod’s, 
eight McGilliveray’s, fourteen 
each of Grants. and 
-McKenzie’s and so many 
MacDonald’s that they had to 
differentiate themselves by in- 
cluding home towns in their sir 


> 
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names. 

It seemed at times that every 
partner in the Northwest Com- 
pany was a blood relative to 
every other, most of them link- 
ing their family trees with that 
of Simon McTavish, the 
company’s chief founder and 
guiding spirit.” 

Other famous partners of the 
Northwest Trading Company 
were Alexander MacKenzie, 
the first white man to cross 
North America north of 
Mexico which he did thirteen 
years before Lewis and Clark 
discovering and naming 


. Canada’s MacKenzie River. 


Simon Frazer who discov- 


ered and named Canada’s © 


Frazer River. Dr. John 
McLoughlin is known as the 
father of the state of Oregon 
and the King of the Oregon 
Territory. If Dr. McLoughlin 
was the King, then Sir James 
Douglas was it’s Prime Minis- 
ter. Newman further states 
“Within two decades of their 
formation they controlled 78% 
of the Canadian fur sales,” and 
claimed that the Hudson Bay 
Company was doing business 
“as if it were drawn by a dead 
horse.” 

Their headquarters were in 
Montreal and they operated a 
hundred or so outposts con- 
nected by an inland navy of 
two thousand canoeists. They 
were the first North American 
business to operate on a conti- 
nental scale. 

Well, their first wilderness or 
operational headquarters was 
not in North or South Carolina, 
but in the northeastern corner 
of Minnesota at a place called 
Grand Portage, a former 
French trading post. From this 
place and over a narrow nine 
mile trail to Ft. Charlotte on the 
Pigeon River, the Scot’s began 
their conquest of western 
Canada and the exploitation of 
the beaver. 

To draw further from 
Newman’s Caesar's of the 
Wilderness, “the fur Barons 
tried hard to emulate their role 
models, the Scottish Clan 
Chiefs, by building huge over- 
done pavilions around 
Montreal. 

Joseph Frobisher, a senior 
partner, erected Beaver Hall 


and hosted all the dignitaries 
visiting Montreal. 

Simon McTavish was recog- 
nized as Montreal’s most im- 
portant and richest merchant. 
When he was told that castle 
Dunardary, the ancestral home 
of the chiefs of Clan McTavish 
in Argyll was due to be auc- 
tioned, he bought it and re- 
ceived permission to use the 
clan’s armorial bearings. 

James McGill began his for- 
tune with the Northwest Trad- 
ing Company and left McGill 
University as his legacy.” 

The former wintering part- 
ners who now reside it perma- 
nently in Montreal needed a 
winter diversion and a place to 
recount old days in the far 
north country. In February 
1785 the Beaver Club was 
formed in Montreal by the win- 
tering partners. It’s member- 
ship was limited to 55 mem- 
bers, all who had spent at least 
one full season in le pays d’en 
haut. Their fortnightly meet- 
ings during the winter months 
were held in various local din- 
ing rooms as Newman de- 
scribes “The menu consisted 
of such country delicacies as 
wedges of pemmican,.venison 
steaks, roasted beaver tales and 
pickled buffalo tongues. But 
it was the attendant ritual that 
really counted. Five toasts 
were proposed: the Mother of 
All Saints; the King; the Fur 
Trade in All It’s Branches; 
Voyageurs, Wives and Chil- 
dren; and Absent Members. 
Each round was climaxed by 
the dashing of glasses into the 
fireplace. After that, a peace 
pipe was passed around and 
the serious reminiscing and 
drinking began.” 

George T. Landmann, a vis- 
iting British officer, left this 
description of a typical meet- 
ing in his Adventures and Rec- 
ollections. “In those days we 
dined at 4 o’clock, and after 
taking a satisfactory quantity 
of wine, the married men... 
retired, leaving about a dozen 
to drink to their health. We 
now began in right earnest and 
true Highland style, and by 4 
o’clock in the morning, the 
whole of us had arrived at such

ousands of would be 
authors’ leave their 
manuscripts beside 


the typewriter, or in the com- 
puter in This modern age, be- 
cause they make a really hasty 
decision not to bother with 
publication once they discover 
no one is going to distribute the 
finished product once it is pub- 
lished, assuming someone will 


publish your material. Distri- - 


bution is left solely up to the 
writer in the case of privately 
published works and that is 
where frustration begins. 

As a researcher and writer 
of a privately published work, 
“The Wataugah Land Pur- 


chases,” 1997, I quickly found 
that distribution was going to 


.take a great deal of my time, 


and money, to get the word out 
on my book. It came down to 
the “HOW, WHERE, WHEN 
and WHY.” 

There are distributors in the 
genealogical/family history 
world that will offer to publish, 
print, and distribute your work. 
If they print it, you can expect 
to receive, maybe fifteen per- 
cent of the overall sales. If you 
pay for the printing you can 
expect to receive anywhere 
from forty to sixty percent of 
the sales but you have a large 
outlay of up-front money be- 


fore you even start. In most 
cases you will not find a pub- 
lisher of genealogical/family 
history material that will fund 
the printing cost. In my case I 
had an offer but declined due 
to the split. I felt that the five 
plus years of research should 
provide more monetary reward 
and decided to do it all includ- 
ing the distribution. 

The distribution came in the 
form of adds in one very large 
genealogical magazine which 
is “THE” accepted genealogi- 
cal magazine in the industry 
but due’ to the enormous 
amount of ads they tend to get 
lost with all the rest and the 


I 


expense did not pay for itself 
in the return. An ad was also 
running in the “Family Tree” 
and to my surprise it became 
an investment with the return 
more than the expense.

According to one well-known 
source you can expect to sell 
about 300 books from private 
publishing and they: were sur- 
prised to know we had sur- 
passed that and still moving 
books.

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ride the rapids by “shooting” 


to the floor astride empty wine - 


casks, bellowing a variation on 
Indian war whoops that verged 


on the Highland battle cries. 
By this time it might have been 
four or five in the morning, and 
the rented dining-room re- 
sembled the field hospital of a 
vanquished army. The few 
members still upright would 
adjourn the meeting and stag- 
ger home. 

The Beaver Club’s final 
gathering was held on March 
5, 1827. By then the meeting 
had mellowed into a sedate 
gentlemen’s soiree, a decline 


attested to by the fact that the . 


thirty-two men who were there 
emptied only sixty-eight 
bottles. A modern version of 
the Beaver Club was inaugu- 
rated by Her Majesty Queen 


- Elizabeth II at Montreal’s 


Queen Elizabeth Hotel in 1959 
and now has nearly a thousand 
members in forty countries. 
The Club entertains Montreal’s 
business elite daily at lunch.”

n Memorial Day, Mom and I visited the cemetery 


Lansing, Michigan for the first time since Dad’s 
funeral. Mom sat on the bench near the gravesite 
_and soaked in the warmth of the sun and the beauty of the col- 
ors. Bouquets of flowers and red, white and blue flags stretched 


“as far as the eye could see. 


The bouquets on Dad’s grave had dried in the sun. I knelt 
down and pulled off the red ribbons. Mom nodded as I tucked 
“them under my arm to take home. 


i _ After my father’s death, I had read with a passion the Journal 
and record Book of John Healey (my grandfather), Rev. James 


Healey (my great-uncle) and Russell James Healey (my father). 
“John had started a Journal in 1901, which upon his death was 
passed in succession to Uncle Jim and finally to Dad, each add- 
ing their own writings. My husband and I were intrigued with 


the history of the family. 


In July, we decided to visit the places of my father’s past. Dad’s 
writing set the scene. He listed streets where he lived, schools 


he attended, locations of 
homesteads, cemeteries and 
charts with descendants of 
each family. 

T can still see Dad telling us 
stories, too, of Manitoba and 
Dubuque. He spoke of the 
Assiniboine River in Western 
Manitoba, the corn and wheat 
fields of Iowa and of the splen- 
‘dor of the bluffs of Dubuque. 
The names of Uncle Jim, Aunt 
Maude and Aunt Em almost 
took-on a reverence. Dad told 
stories of his Cousins-with 
gusto and knee slapping laugh- 
ter. Letter writing between 
Dad and his “faraway family” 
seemed to fill in the gaps for 

im. 

We set out with notebook, 

aps, camera and the red rib- 
bons to look for my father’s 
childhood. We went first to 
Winnipeg. We located the cor- 
ner of McMicken Street and 
Notre Dame Avenue where my 
father, Russell and his younger 
Sister, Edna, lived with their 
parents in 1900. It’s now a 
warehouse area, but the street 
sign is still there. On the cor- 
ner of Wellington and Beverly 
Street is the new Wellington 
School with the original cor- 
nerstone. Dad started to school 
there in 1902. 


~ The next morning we drove 
out Notre Dame Avenue to 
Brookside Cemetery. It was 
easy to imagine this as a prai- 
rie road in the early 1900s. We 
were impressed by the great 
size of this urban cemetery. 
We looked at the huge record 
book in the office. Running 
our fingers down the pates, we 
found John and Mary Healey 
(Dad’s parents) and their baby 


son, all deceased 1901 and 
1902, leaving Dad and his sis- 
ter, Edna, orphaned at a very 
young age. 

With maps in hand, we paced 
the cemetery looking for lot 
#40. Headstones had never 
been purchased for these 
graves. Dad always spoke 
sadly aLout this. Finally, 
scratching through the sod and

grass with car keys, we found 
the lot marker. I knelt and 
placed the first of the red rib- 
bons in the ground. 

We left Winnipeg and drove 
west about a hundred miles to 
Glenboro, Manitoba, a trip 
Dad and little Edna made with 
Uncle Jim sometimes after

their parents died, to live with 
their Aunt Em and Unele 
Henry, and cousins — the 
Leader family. The Rev. Uncle 
Jim watched over Dad and 
Edna, paying for their care and 
education. 

The Manitoba countryside is 
beautiful farmland. In between 
golden fields of corn and wheat 
lie great fields of blue flax and 
yellow canole flowers. 

On the edge of the prairie is 
the little village of Glenboro. 
Our first stop was in the vil- 
lage and district offices. We 
secured the Glenboro Cem- 
etery plot map with names and 
dates of family burials, prop- 
erty maps listing former and 
present owners and informa- 
tion from death certificates. 

In the peaceful Glenboro 
Cemetery, I placed red ribbons

I took 
time to locate other graves and 
collect a few pine cones to fill 
a basket on my desk at home.

Nelson’s lovely home. We 
were astonished to learn that 
Dad and Edna lived here in 
1903 with Em and Henry 
Leader and their family. 
Nelson is their youngest. As 


- other family members arrived, 


we told stories into the 
evening. It was a warm and 
incredible experience. 

Before leaving Glenboro, we 
stopped to photograph former 
Healey land ownings on the 
picturesque Assiniboine River. 
James Samuel Healey (Dad’s 
grandfather) homesteaded here 
in 1893, migrating from 
Petrolia, Ontario. In 1898, the 
next two generations, includ- 
ing Dad, Edna and their par- 
ents, joined him. 

I held one more red ribbon. 
We headed to Iowa. In 1909, 
the Rev. Uncle James Healey 
moved Edna to Volga City, 


Iowa from Manitoba. In 1910," 


Dad followed on the train. 
Later, Edna graduated from 
Iowa State Teacher’s College, 
was married and taught school. 
She died in 1925 of TB, leav- 
ing a husband and son. 
Following a clue in Dad’s 
journal, we went to a tiny town 
called Hazelton, Iowa to look 
for Edna’s gravesite. We went 
to the home of the gentleman 
who had the cemetery ledgers. 
After searching in his 
discheveled farm house, we 
located the information. In the 
country cemetery on the edge 
of a back road, we found her 
grave. I knelt and placed the 
red ribbon at the foot of the 


rose granite monument, notic- 
ing the misspelling of Edna’s 
married name. 

From Hazelton, we drove to 
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Dubuque on the bluffs of the 
Mississippi River. Our main 
agenda was the location of the 
high school academy where 
Dad went to school and lived. 
Stopping at the University of 
Dubuque, we spent time with 
the president and his secretary. 
Through their knowledge, we 
realized the Academy was at 
that time on the University 
Campus. Dad was at this Pres- 
byterian Academy and Univer- 
sity from 1911-1020. He 
graduated in 1920. We spent 
time looking at yearbooks and 
touring the campus. Severance 
Hall, the dorm where he lived, 
was there as was the food com- 
mons where he worked. 

Of special interest to me was 
the listing in the yearbook of 
Mrs. Elizabeth Adams. She 
was the housemother who in- 
fluenced Dad greatly. Dad 
held her in high regard and
